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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


This bulletin presents statistics of Tasmanian industrial accidents compiled from reports of workers’ 
compensation claims for accidents occurring during 1986-87. The reports are submitted by insurance companies, 
self-insurers and State Government departments. 


ee Close liaison has been established by the ABS with insurers for the purpose of achieving and maintaining 
coverage and accuracy in the collection and co-operation has generally been good. In the past, however, there was no 
effective way of checking to ensure that reports were received for all claims coming within the scope of the 
collection. Caution should therefore be used in drawing any conclusions regarding the trend in the statistics over 
time. The principal value of the statistics lies in the detailed analysis which has been carried out to show accidents 
classified by industry group, occupation group, agency of accident, type of accident, nature of injury, site of injury, 
month of occurrence, age group and time lost. © 


Scope of the collection 


Bx The statistics represent industrial accidents reported by insurers as occurring during 1986-87. For those 
industrial accidents which occurred in 1986-87, but which had not been fully resolved by 31 October 1987, an estimate 
of time lost and compensation to be paid is obtained from insurers. 


4, The statistics relate to persons covered under the Tasmanian Workers’ Compensation Act 1927, plus State 
police officers. Notable exclusions are self-employed persons and all Australian Government employees. Exclusion of 
self-employed persons is likely to have a marked effect on figures for industries where self-employment is prevalent 
(e.g. retail trade, rural industries). Because of the exclusion of Australian Government employees, some industry 


classifications are not covered at all (e.g. defence services and communications), while coverage is reduced in other 
industries. 


Sie The tables in this bulletin cover industrial accidents involving original claims only. During 1986-87 71 
industrial accident returns involving re-opened claims were received by the ABS. These claims involved an estimated 
additional cost of $220 546. 


Definitions 


6. For the purpose of this collection the following definitions have been adopted: 


Industrial accident: A compensatable claim under the Workers’ Compensation Act 1927 that arises out of a work 
related event and leads to a loss of time of one day (shift) or more (not including the day of the accident), 
and/or permanent total incapacity or death, and involves a claim for payment, under the Workers’ Compensation Act 


1927, Note: if the claim is a re-opened claim then additional time-off may or may not be involved. Normally it 
will be. Industria) accidents include industrial disease cases. 


Type of accident: Is defined by the International Labour Office as: (i) the manner of contact of the injured 
person with the object or substance; or (ii) the exposure or movement of the injured person which resulted in the 
injury. In some cases the choice between (i) and (ii) may give rise to conflict e.g. worker falls from ladder and 
grabs a hot pipe to prevent the fall. According to (i) the type of accident would be contact with hot substance 
or object; to (ii) type of accident would be fall from height. In such situations the type of accident is 
selected according to which event caused the more severe injury. 


Agency of accident: Is the object, substance or circumstance most closely associated with the injury and which in 
general could have been guarded against or corrected. A distinction should be made between the agency of injury 
and agency of accident, e.g. a fire damp explosion and a miner crushed by a falling beam, The agency of injury is 
the beam but the agency of accident is the material responsible for the fire damp explosion. The agency of 
accident is classified according to Agency of Accident Classification. 


Cost of claims: Includes compensation for wages lost and for hospital and medical expenses; and lump sum 
settlements of cases reported as occurring during the year. Where final details are not available insurers are 
asked to provide estimates. This is most likely to occur in those cases involving fatalities or serious injuries. 
Care must be taken before drawing conclusions based on variations in cost of claims patterns. 


Time lost: Is the period of time between the date ceased work due to the accident and the date resumed or 
declared fit to resume work, In the case where several periods of absence occur it is the sum of those periods. 
It includes paid days off but may also include weekends etc. An injured party may not necessarily be prevented 
from working in a second job during this period. 


Extent of disability: (i) A temporary disability is defined as the result of an accident where the injuries 
sustained do not prevent the person from continuing to work in his or her normal 
occupation. 


(ii) If an injury forces the worker, through incapacity, to change occupation with a 
consequent loss of earnings, the injury is defined as resulting in permanent partial 
disability. 

(iii) A permanent total disability results from an injury that renders the person totally 
and permanently unfit for any type of work. 

(iv) A death is recorded if it is directly attributable to the injuries sustained, 


Industry: Classified in accordance with the Australian Standard Industrial Classification (ASIC) 1983 Edition. 
Occupation: Classified in accordance with the 1981 Population Census Classification of Occupation. 


Original claim: Cases which involve the first claim against the insurer for compensation for an industrial 
accident or industrial disease case, 


Re-opened claim: Cases previously closed in which the insurer accepts that further incapacity or additional 
medical treatment etc. was attributable to the original accident. 


Rate of incidence: Is the number of accidents or diseases reported per 1 000 mean employed wage and salary 
earners (adjusted to exclude Australian Government employees).

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


9 090 industrial accidents and diseases were reported as occurring in Tasmania during 1986-87, a fall from the 
10 275 reported in 1985-86. Of the 9 090 cases reported, 8 953 related to accidents while 137 related to diseases, 


Incidence of industrial accidents among males fell by 10.3 per cent from 8 732 in 1985-86 to 7 853 in 
1986-87. For females, the number of accidents reported fell by 18.7 per cent from 1 543 to 1 255 over the same 
period. 


As the graph below shows, it is difficult to discern any significant trend in the numbers of industrial 
accidents reported over the last 8 years, especially over the last 2 to 3 years.

Industrial accidents accounted for 9 deaths in Tasmania during 1986-87. In addition, 15 persons were 
permanently and totally disabled and 47 persons were permanently and partially disabled as a result of industrial 
accidents. 


The cost of industrial accidents can be measured in two ways - either by the time lost as a result of the 
accident or by the compensation paid. 


In terms of time lost, industrial accidents were responsible for the loss of 170 803 days, an average of 
19 days lost for every accident reported. For accidents involving males, the average time lost was 18 days while for 
females it was higher at 23 days lost. 


In terms of compensation and other lump sum. payments made, industrial accidents in Tasmania cost $16.9m, or 
an average of $1 809 for each non-fatal accident. The costs of accidents involving males and females were similar at 
$1 798 and $1 876 respectively. 


Distribution of Industrial Accidents by Industry 
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For Tasmania, industrial accidents affected 62 in every 1 000 employees across all industries. In the mining 
sector, however, the rate of industrial accidents in 1986-87 was 278 per 1 000 employees. Other sectors with high 
incidence of industrial accidents were the forestry and logging industry (208 accidents per 1 000 employees), 
electricity, gas and water (140) and construction (114). 


Those sectors of the Tasmanian economy with low incidence of industrial accidents were the service 
industries. There were 9 accidents per 1 000 employees in the finance, property and business service sector, 27 in 
the recreation, personal and other service sector and 31 in the community services industry.

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The concentration of industrial accidents is also clearly displayed in the above chart,- which shows the distribution of 
industrial accidents against the distribution of all employees. The mining sector reported 7.7 per cent of all 
industrial accidents while it accounts for only 1.7 per cent of all employees. Other industries with higher 
proportions of al] accidents compared with their share of total employment were agriculture, forestry etc., 
manufacturing, electricity, gas and water, and construction. 


Conversely, the service sector which accounts for 43.3 per cent of all employment, contributed only 19.7 per 
cent of all industrial accidents. 


Agency of accident 


37 per cent of all industrial accidents in 1986-87 involved the use of chemicals and other materials and 
substances. 40.6 per cent of accidents involved the use of equipment: 6.9 per cent involving machinery, 11.4 per cent 
involving lifting equipment and means of transport, and the remaining 22.3 per cent, other equipment. The other large 
agency of accident was the working environment, which accounted for 14.9 per cent of all accidents. 


Type of accident 


35.6 per cent of industrial accidents related to contact with another object; 28.1 per cent were caused 
by over-exertion or physical stress movement; and 19.7 per cent of all accidents involved the fall of a person. 


Nature of injury 


42.4 per cent of all industrial accidents resulted in injuries involving sprains and/or strains. 20.4 per 
cent of accidents resulted in bruising and/or crushing while a further 18.1 per cent involved were responsible for open 
wounds. 


DAYS LOST AND COMPENSATION PAID 
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Although the incidence of industrial accidents in the mining industry is high, the average cost of those 
accidents is substantially lower than for most other sectors. On average, for each accident in the mining sector, 13 
days were lost and $1 497 was paid in compensation, lower than the average for all industries of 19 days and $1 809. 


In terms of days lost, accidents in the forestry and logging (24), electricity, gas and water (23), 
transport, storage and communication (25) and community services (22) sectors were the most costly. In terms of 
average compensation paid, accidents in forestry and logging ($2 791), manufacturing ($1 964), construction ($2 019) and 
public administration and defence ($2 094) were well above the average for all industries. 


Industrial diseases 


The incidence of industrial diseases dropped from 2.4 per cent of all claims in 1985-86 to 1.5 per cent in 
1986-87. The main contributor to industrial disease, the Repetitive Strain Injury types of disease (54 per cent of 
all diseases) continued to decline from the peak reported in 1983-84. It should be remembered that the absence of 
Australian Government employees from the scope of the collection may result in an under average of the incidence of 
industrial disease as reported in this publication. 
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Journey Cases 


Of all cases reported during the year, 3.5 per cent (317 cases) were accidents that occurred when travelling 
to or from work. These resulted in 1 536 weeks off work and a total cost of $1.3m. At an average of $3 154 for each 
claim, they were considerably more costly than disease claims ($2 709) and accident claims ($1 746).
